DON'T SHOOT THE BURGLAR 

In how drastic a manner may a man 
treat a burglar who resists capture? 
It cannot be said that the law is quite 
clear on the point In defence of hi* 
person or of p r o perty actually to hi* 
possession q man may use such Vio¬ 
lence as Is reasonably neceasai?T it 
varies, of course, with the circum¬ 
stances. But he must not use unnec¬ 
essary violence for flier* purpose* of 
revenge after danger t* either has 
passed. 

* A peaceful trespasser must be re¬ 
quested to depart In peace, and only 
on hi* refusal can force be used to 
remove him. but a violent or an armed 
trespasser can be removed without 
such a request. 

As a general rulo, however. It is 
not lawful to kill even a person as¬ 
saulting on* or stealing one’s goods; 
unless one’s life Is in danger such an 
act Is at best manslaughter. Possibly 
In th* defence of one’s home the use 
of firearms la Justifiable, even If no 
violence to the person is t hr eat e n ed , 
but this Is very doubtful.—Tit-Bits.
